The act of 1857, by which it was intended to separate the fiscal 
affairs of the county from those of the city, made no provision 'for 
separate assessments for taxes to be levied for county purposes, nor for

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anj change in the manner of collecting and accounting for the taxes, 
by the Receiver; neither was any provision made authorizing the bor- 
rowing of money on the credit of the county in anticipation of the 
receipt of the revenues. It being impracticable to divide the daily 
collections of taxes between the two treasuries, it has been found con- 
venient to have the collections made by the Receiver of Taxes de- 
posited in the County Treasury, while the collections made by the 
Clerk of Arrears are deposited in the City Treasury, and to make the 
proper apportionment at the end of each month : but payments on 
county account having been required in advance of the collection of the 
taxes, and the Comptroller having no authority to borrow money on 
behalf of the County Government, the County Treasury has not been 
in a condition to allow a transfer to the City Treasury of the whole 
of the taxes of 1859, belonging to the Corporation, as the same have 
been collected, and consequently a balance remained due at the end 
of the year, from the County Treasury, as above stated, amounting to 
$502,3:>6 56. 

Notwithstanding the unusual delay in levying the taxes for 1859, 
and placing the tax-books in the hands of the Receiver, the amount of 
the collections has exceeded the average of previous years, a result 
which is to be attributed in part to the easy condition of the money 
market, and the diligence of the Receiver and the oflScers and clerks 
under him. The collections of arrears of personal ta^es have had the 
particular attention of the Receiver, and have been considerably in 
excess of those of previous years. 

Discount on Taxes. — ^The proportion falling upon the Corporation 
of the loss otoasioned by the discounts allowed for prompt payment of 
taxes, amounted to $24,973 85, which should be made good by an 
appropriation from* the General Fund. 

Remissions and Corrections op Taxes.* — The loss to the treasury 
during the year, arising from abatements, remissions and corrections of 
taxes amounted to|12H,485 86, the greater part of which, together 
with the uncollectible. taxes, will be properly chargeable against the 
proposed Floating Debt Fund.

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The great number of applications made for remissions and corrections 
of taxes, founded upon alleged erroneous aesessmenls and clerical 
errors made in the Bureau of Collection of Taxes, have occupied much 
time of the Common Council, as well as of this department, in their 
examination. The question as to how this inconvenience, as well to 
tax payers as to the officers of the Corporation, may be in some 
measure avoided, has repeatedly forced itself upon the attention of the 
■ Comptroller, 

The errors made in assessments for taxes can be lawfully corrected 
only by the Board of Supervisors, upon application to tbem within six 
months after their confirmation, and the delivery of the tax books to 
the Receiver, except in cases where it may be proper for the Comptrol- 
ler to do so in the exercise of the power which is conferred upon him 
by the charter, to " settle and adjust all claims in favor of or against 
the Corporation." In the adjustment of such claims, it is conceived to 
be proper, whilst correcting manifest errors, to avoid encouraging neg- 
lect in making application to the Commissioners of Taxes and Assess- 
ments, by the parties interested, within the time fixed by law. 

The clerical errors made in the Bureau of Collection of Taxes are 
principally occasioned by the hurried manner in which the business of 
that Bureau, under the present arrangement, ia necessarily performed. 
All the real estaite in the county ia designated by "' ward map numbers." 
Many persons, in paying their taxes, do not give the correct numbera, 
and sometimes pay on property which does not belong to them, whilal 
those upon their own property remain unpaid. From errors of this 
kind much trouble ensues. The applicant in such case'is referred to 
the owner of the property upon which such erroneous payment waa 
made. It not unfrequently happens, however, that two payments are 
made upon the same property — first, in error, as already stated; and, 
secondly, by the real owner of the property. In such cases, the erro- 
neous payment is always refunded, upon surrender' of the receipt given 
■therefor. 

The only remedy likely to be at all effective for these and other 
difficulties, is believed to He in a change of the law fixing the time for 
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making the assessments for taxes, and commencing their collection 
earlier in the year, and so graduating the penalty for non payment as 
to prevent the great rush and crowd in the Receiver's oflSce, which are 
experienced under the present system. After carefully considering the 
subject, a draft of a law making the proposed change was prepared, 
and submitted to the Board of Supervisors for their sanction, which 
has not yet been finally acted upon. In this connection, the following 
extract from the late annual report of the Comptroller to the Board of 
Supervisors, is respectfully presented, with the recommendation that, 
in case the views expressed are deemed correct, the Common Council 
will hereafter decline to entertain applications for the correction of 
errors in taxes : 

" The authority for remittlDg taxes by the Supervisors and. the Common Council has 
been the topic of discussion during the past year, and a variety of opinions are enter- 
tained upon that subject. At one time, the Counsel to the Corporation gave an opinion 
that the Common Council had no right to interfere with the remission of taxes. Subse- 
quently, this opinion was somewhat modified. The Board of Supervisors, by a resolu- 
tion, passed March 7, 1859, after the same had been vetoed by the Mayor, ordered * that 
the Comptroller be, and is hereby requested to give such instructions to the Receiver of 
Taxes, as will efifectually check the mutilation, under the action of the Common Council, 
of the tax lists, after having been approved by the Supervisors of the county.' 

" The Board of Supervisors and the Common Council continue to entertain applica- 
tions from tax-payers for relief, and to direct that remissions shall be made. It seems 
that the Supervisors have the power to make reductions and remissions at any time 
within six months after confirmation of the assessments and delivery of the books to the 
Receiver of Taxes ; but their right to do this after that time appears to be doubtful ; 
and as to the power of the Common Council in this respect, it seems to be founded only 
on long-continued usage. It is recommended, as the better course, that all applications 
for relief from errors in taxes, except those which come clearly within the legal juris- 
diction of the Supervisors, be referred to^ the Comptroller, who might, nevertheless, in 
cases of doubt or importance, avail himself of the advice of the Legislative Department. 
It is believed that this is the proper department for the correction of errors of this 
character, and the adjustment of accounts between the government and individuals, and 
that there should be only one, and not two or three departments, open for such 
corrections." 

Sales for Unpaid Taxes. — The fourteenth section of the act creating 
the Bureau of Arrears (Chap. 579, Laws of 1853), provides that "no 
real estate shall hereafter be sold for any arrears of taxes on real 
estate, or assessments thei-eon, until after three years from the time 
when the same shall have become due, nor for any arrears of regular 
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rents of Croton water until four years from the time the same shall 
have become due." 

In consequence of the delay in enforcing the collection of taxes Oil 
real estdte for several years, the amount remaining uncollected at the 
beginning of the year was large. In the months of October and 
November, sales were held for the unpaid taxes of the years 18."i2, 
18.i3 and 1854, and the Croton water rents in arrear added thereto, 
which yielded about ii)0,u(iO, exclusive of purchases made by the Cor- 
poration at such sales, to the amount of $25,488 63. In the absence of 
an appropriation, the purchase money for the property thus bought 
was not paid till after the expiration of the year. 

The total collections of taxes in the Bureau of Arrears, during the 
year, including the sum realized from said sales, amounted to 
1589,473 39, besides interest on taxes, amounting to $1B8,671 73. 

A sale for the unpaid taxes of the year 18-i5, and arrears of Croton 
water rent added, is appointed to be held on the 4th of June, 1860, and 
it ia intended to close up the collection of the taxes of the following 
years in the same manner, as soon as practicable.

Early in the year, a circular was addressed to all persons for whom 
the moneys received from Messrs. Fiagg and Pui'dy had been paid in, 
requesting them to call and take the same. Only a small amount, how- 
ever, has been called for. 

It appears to hare been the practice formerly, for the officers receir 
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ing such redemption moneys, to deposit them in bank to their individual 
credit, and to draw their individual checks to the purchasers as the 
moneys were called for; and, upon their retirement from office, to leave 
with their successors certified checks for all amounts not paid over 
during their administration. Now, these moneys are deposited in bank 
to the joint credit of the Comptroller and the Clerk of Arrears, and 
are paid over to those entitled upon their joint check, on surrender of 
the certificates of sale. 

The law provides, in case of the sale of real estate for unpaid taxes 
or assessments, that the owner shall have two years in which to redeem 
the same, upon payment of the amount for which it was sold, with 
interest thereon, at the rate of fourteen per cent, per annum, and the 
costs of sale; but that " no interest shall be calculated on a less portion 
of time than one-quarter of a year, and in all cases where the property 
shall be redeemed during any fractional part of a year, the interest 
shall be calculated so as to include the quarter in which such redemp- 
tion shall be made, the time to be computed from the day of sale." 

• 

When the Corporation becomes the purchaser, the purchase may bo 
assigned at any time within one year thereafter to any person who 
will apply for the same, upon the payment of the purchase money, and 
seven per cent, interest thereon; and the assignee in such case becomes 
entitled to all the rights he would have enjoyed had he been the orig- 
inal purchaser at the public sale. In case such assignment is not made 
by the Corporation, the property may be redeemed by any person, pre- 
vious to the time when the Corporation would be entitled to ^ lease of 
the same, upon the payment of the purchase-money, with interest at 
seven per cent., together with any expense which shall have been 
incurred since such sale. 

GENERAL FUND.

It seems to have been the policy of the City Government, at the 
time of the creation of the Sinking Fund for the Payment of Interest 
on the City Debt, to apply to that fund all the revenues of the Cor- 
poration, which had not been previously pledged (in 18 1 3) to the Sinking 
Fund created for the redemption of that debt, and to depend entirely upon 
taxation for the support of the government of the city and county; 
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and the ordinance of 1844, creating aaid first-mentioned fund, contained 
provisions pledging eaid revenues accordingly: and all tbe revenues re- 
ceived prior to le59, except from taxes, were consequently applied to 
one or the other of said Sinking Funds. During the last year, it has 
been found that some revenncs have accrued to the Corporation, the' 
sources of which did not exist at the time of the passage of the ordi- 
nance of 1844, and which, not having been pledged to cither of said 
Sinking Funds, have been credited to an account entitled " General 
Fund."

EEVENUE BONDS- 

A larger amount of these bonds was issued in ]8fj9 than in any pre- 
viona year. The condition of the books at the beginning and during 
the greater part of the year, was such aa to render it impossible to 
ascertain the state of the various 'J"rnst Accounts and funds of the 
Corporation. Meanwhile, the Revenue Bonds of the previous year 
were becoming due, and payments were required to be made on all the 
accounts. The maintenance of the credit of the Corporation was a 
duty of the lirst importance, and the issuing of these bonds was the 
readiest means of raising money, as it was needed, from timj to time. 

Owing to the delay in levying the taxes by the Supervisors, in con- 
sequence of differences existing in the Board, in relation to the valiuity 
of the genera] assessment for the year, and other matters, it was for a 
time apprehended that there would be a failure to pass the necessary 
ordinance. For this reason, the time of payment of a portion of the 
bonds issued, was made later than would otherwise have been expedient. 
Soon after the collection of the taxes was commenced, the Ireusury 
was found to be in condition to anticipate the payment of a portion of 
the bonds, and notice was given to that effect; but the amount presented 
for payment was incimsiderable, and there remained outstanding, at the 
close of the year, $4,976,250. The amount of these bonds required to 
be issued in i860 will be much less than for many previous years. 
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ASSESSMENT BONDS. 

The ordinances authorizing the issue of A ssessment Bonds, were intend- 
ed to enable the Comptroller to make advances to contractors, as author- 
ized bylaw, upon works in progress, the cost of which is payable by assess- 
ment. In consequence of the unavoidable delay in ascertaining the condi- 
tion of the Trust Accounts, it wa8 not considered expedient to issue any 
considerable amount of such bonds during the year. Since the state of 
the . " Assessment Fund " and " Street Improvement Fund " has been 
ascertained, and both of them found to be largely ovet-drawn, it will 
be necessary to issue " Assessment Fund Bonds," and " Street Improve- 
ment Fund Bonds," under the authority of the 18th section of the law, 
chapter 579, passed July 20, 1853, to supply the deficiencies in said 
funds, and reimburse the advances from the Treasury on their account. 

ASSESSMENT FUND. 

The. title of "Assessment Fund" has been adopted to represent and 
distinguish the receipts and expenditures by the Corporation, on ac- 
count of the opening, extending and widening of streets, avenues and 
squares, or public places, the expense of which is paid by assessment, 
except the Central Park, which is otherwise provided for by special 
law. 

Expenditures. — The investigations of the old books have disclosed the 
fact that there was due to the Treasury, on this account, for payments 
and advances prior to December 31, 18 .8, over and above all col- 
lections upon assessments, the following amounts :

INTEREST ON ASSESSMENTS.

INTESTATE ESTATES. 

The oflBce of " Public Administrator in the City of New York " was 
created by an act of the Legislature (Chap. 157, passed April 11, 1815), 
which provided, in certain cases, for the administration, by said oflBcer, 
of the estates of persons dying intestate and leaving property in the 
city and county of New York; and that he should be entitled to charge, 
in his account of such administrations, a commission upon his receipts 
over and above his reasonable expenses in and about the same; and 
that, in case any balances in his hands should remain unclaimed for a 
certain specified period, the same should be paid into the City Treasury. 
It is further provided that the Corporation shall, in all cases, be 
responsible for such moneys to such persons as shall be entitled to the 
same, if any appear thereafter, and, in the meantime, the moneys shall 
be applied towards the support of the poor of the city. The original 
law has been amended several times, but its principal provihions 
remain substantially as above stated. 

In an examination of the old books, which was made last year, to ascertain the

It is understood that these persons claim to be entitled to fees upon 
the whole amount of assessment lists placed in their hands for collec- 
tion, the same as they would have been if they had not been removed 
from office, and had completed the collection of the aamc, or made re- 
turns, in dne form, to the Bureau of Arrears of the amounts uncollected. 
Mr. Sherwood sometime since instituted a suit against the Corporation, 
claiming a considerable sum, over and above the amount retained upon 
his collections, which suit is stil! pending. It is but justice to Mr- 
Sherwood to state that he has shown every disposition to aid the 
officers of this department in their investigation of the extremely 
■ tangled and confused accounts of the Bureau of Collection of Assess- 
ments, and has also evinced a desire to settle with the Corporation on 
the terms above stated. 

The successors of Mr. Taylor, and the Deputy Collectors under him, 
have been allowed, by this department, the fees upon their collections, 
as well as upon the amounts returned, with the, necessary proof of de- 
mands for payment, to the Bureau of Arrears. If the claims, preferred 
by Mr. Taylor and his deputies, for the payment for services rendered 
by their successors, are allowed, some provision must be made for the 
same by the Common Council. 

Mr. Libby having taken from the office, at the time of his removal, 
an important book, containing an account of the collections made by 
him, no complete statement of such collections has as yet been made.

For the purpose of providing means for the laying out and improve- 
ment of the park, the act, chap. 771, passed April 17, 1857, entitled 
" Ajq act for the regulation and government of the Central Park, in the 
city of New York," required the Corporation to create a public fund or 
stock to be denominated the "Central Park Improvement Fund Stock," 
and to issue the same, from time to time, in such sums as should be 
reqiired by the Board of Commissioners of said park; they being, 
however, restricted from adopting any plan for such improvement 
which should cost a sum, the interest upon which would exceud one 
hundred thousand dollars per annum. 

By the act, chap. 349, gassed April 15, 1859, section 9, this restric- 
tion is amended, so that the entire expense of the plan, when funded^ 
shall not require for the annual interest thereon, a greater sum than 
$125,000.

These mortgages, with few exceptions, bear interest at the rate of ail 
per cent, per annum; a amall portion only bear seven per cent. They 
were received chiefly aa security for the purchase-money of real estate 
sold at various Corporation sales. The principal, as collected, is ap- 
plied to the credit of this Sinking Fund, and the interest is pledged to 
the Sinking Fund for the payment of interest on the City Debt. The 
amount of interest accrued and Unpaid, charged to the parties owing 
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the same, on the books of the Bureau of City Revenue, December 81, 
1869, was $13,333 44. In some cases, the interest has been in arrear 
for a considerable time, and it is intended to enforce its collection with* 
out further delay. 

Commutation of Quit-Rents. — ^The number of water-lot grants here- 
tofore made by the Corporation, in which an annual rent was reserved, 
is every year becoming less by commutation for a gross sum, according 
to the terms upon which such grants were formerly made. A list of 
those still remaining uncommuted is given on page 96. For a number 
of years these grants have been made for a gross sum, in the first 
instance, and the amount paid at the ..time, or secured by bond and • 
mortgage. 

License Fees. — The income from this source, it is thought, might 
be considerably increased, if it should be deemed advisable. Why 
should the owner of a hackney coach be subject to the payment of a li- 
cense fee while the owner of a private coach is exempt? Why should the 
vehicles used by private individuals for their own convenience be free 
from the license tax and the public carts and drays made subject there- 
to? In these cases, the parties are alike subject to taxation upon their 
property, and they alike have the use of the public streets. The in- 
creasing expense of paving and repairing the streets suggests the pro- 
priety of all owners of vehicles, using the same, contributing alike to 
their maintenance. 

The amount received from licenses of railroad ears during the year, 
was $5,675, which is far below the amount which might easily be con- 
tributed by the railroad corporations, and which is quite insignificant in 
comparison with the value of the franchises and privileges they enjoy, 
and the profits they are realizing therefrom, which franchises and priv- 
ileges cost the companies nothing. 

A license or tax might also, with propriety, be imposed upon the 
owners of dogs. The Corporation now pays annually several thousand 
dollars for hilling dogs. A tax upon them would tend to decrease the 
number, and would at least pay or reduce the expense of killing them, 
if not afiford a revenue to the treasury. 
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The revenues from tavern or excise licenses under the act of 1857, 
bavo been much leas than under the former laws. For many years prior to 
1857, the receipts from these licenses averaged from $40,000 to $75,000 
per annum. Since the passage of the act entitled "An act to suppress in- 
temperance, and to regulate the sale of intoxicating liquors," chap. 628 
of 18o7, the receipts have been as follows: 1857, $l7,576; 1858, $2,160, 
and in 1859, $9,960. It is believed that by a proper enforcement of 
this law a large amount of license fees might be real ized to the treasury, 
and that most of those engaged in the selling of liquors would not 
object to paying the legal fees, if the law were so carried out as to 
impose the burden upon all alike, in proportion to the amount of their i 



Other remarks might be made in regard to licenses, but the above 
will sufBce to direct attention to the subject. 

Market Fees and Rents, and Mabkei^cellah Rents.— " Market 
Fees " are charged and received for the privilege of vending certain 
commodities in and about the public markets. " Market Rents " are 
received for the occupancy of the stalls of the public markets. " Mar- 
ket-cellar Rents," are received for the use of the cellars under the 
markets. A. statement is given on page 94, showing the monthly and 
aggregate receipts from each market, for tents and fees, and the total 
amount for the year. The income from these sources of revenue does not 
show an increase corresponding with the increase of population and busi- 
ness in the city. This is to be attributed in part to the repeal of the law 
imposing the payment of fees and licenses upon the retailers of meat and 
other articles of food on their own premises or in the streets, in certain 
localities. Much of this retail business, which was formerly concen. 
trated in the markets, and afforded a revenue to the treasury, is now 
diffused over the city, and yields no income to tbe Corporation, It ia 
believed also, that by a more careful adjustment and equalization of 
the rents of stands and stalls in the various markets, the revenue might 
be increased, and greater satisfaction afforded to the lessees and occn- 
pants. Under the present management, the cost of repairs and main- 
tenance of the buildings and administration of the markets, absorbs a 
large proportion of the revenues received therefrom, leaving the net 
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income far below the interest on a fair valuation of the property. It 
is thought that the market property should at least be made to pay all 
expenses of its maintenance and management, and the interest on its 
value as real estate. 

Various propositions have been made, from time to time, in regard 
to a change in the management of the markets. One plan is to sell the 
market property of the city, it being contended that the providing of 
warehouses for the sale of articles of food or other commodities is no 
part of the proper functions of government, and that such property 
could be better managed, and with more satisfaction to all classes of the 
community, under proper regulations and restrictions, by individual en- 
terprise. Another plan is to retain the property, and lease the stands 
and stalls, severally, to the highest bidders, at auction, in the same man- 
ner as other property of the Corporation is now rented. Without enumer- 
ating other plans, the Comptroller would remark that the present condi- 
tion of the markets, particularly that of Washington and Fulton, urgently 
calls for some action of the Common Council. The market buildings 
at these points are in a very dilapidated condition, requiring the outlay 
of large sums of money, annually, to keep them in tenantable repair 
and present an appearance in no wise creditable to the city govern- 
ment. 

If it shall be determined to continue the present system of manage, 
ment, no time should be lost in erecting new buildings, both on the old 
sites, and upon those recently acquired for market purposes; and while 
any new buildings would be an improvement upon those now standing 
on the old sites, it would be well to inquire whether a style of structure 
much less expensive than the new Tompkins Market would not answer 
all necessary purposes.

Street Vaults. — Under the existing ordinance, no vault or cistern 
can be constructed in any of the streets of the city without the written 
permission of the Croton Artueduct Board, under a penalty of one hun- 
dred dollars. After obtaining such permiaaion, the person applying for 
the same is required to pay fifteen cents for each square foot of ground 
required for such purposes. The receipts from tliis source during the 
year were $17,616 74, as stated on page 43. The price now paid for 
these privileges ia, in most cases, much less than the value of an equal 
amount of the adjoining ground, whilst the additional room acquired at 
this low rate is of equal value for busineaa purposes with the adjoining 
cellars. The increasing demand for this room, in various parts of the 
city, would warrant a material increase in the rate charged, which 
should be graduated according to the value of property in the locality. 

Water Lot Qdit-Rents. — By the ordinance of 1844, establishing the 
Sinking Funds the quit-rents arising from water grants issued by the 
Corporation prior to the year 1804, were pledged to the Sinking Fand 
for the Redemption of the City Debt. The amount of such rents re- 
ceived in 1859, was 8^*3 48. A list of such grants remaining uacommuted 
may be found on page 99. 

Interest on Investments. — The income of the year, from the in- 
vestments made by the Commissioners of the Sinking Funds, amounted 
to $21ii,l42 49, as stated on page 43.

Leaving an apparent net income, exclusive of salaries paidai^d charged 
to the General Appropriatioo for " Salaries," of $110,710 69 
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The gross income from these sources is, however, pledged and applied 
to the Sinking Fund for the payment of interest on the City Debt, 
whilst the expense of repairs, maintenance, <&c., is paid by taxation. 

It will be seen that the net income from these sources amounts to 
but a small per centage on the cost of the improvements. Under the 
restrictions heretofore existing, in respect to the rates of wharfage, 
the income from the rent of wharves, piers, &c., has been unremunera- 
tive to owners of that description of property; and, in the case of the 
Corporation, the annual outlay for repairs and maintenance, including 
claims for damages on account of delay in making such repairs, has ab- 
sorbed nearly the entire receipts. 

The recent act of the Legislature, (see copy on page 170,) increases 
the rates of wharfage,though not to the extent desired by owners of 
private wharves. This increase will augment the revenues of the Cor- 
poration and enhance the value of wharf property. 

The large expense of maintaining the public wharves and piers, as 
now constructed, urgently calls for the adoption of some new plan 
of structure, by which they may be rendered more durable. The 
present structures are anything but creditable to the character of 
the city, as the commercial metropolis of the country, and as com- 
merce is the leading interest and great source of wealth to the city, it 
is highly proper that somewhat more attention and expense should be 
bestowed upon improvements so necessary for the accommodation of 
that interest. Whilst we are spending large sums in ornamental im- 
provements, works of so great public utility and convenience as 
our public docks, should not be lost sight of; and this subject is 
earnestly recommended to the serious and favorable consideration of 
the Common Council.

— The amount of these rents in 1859, was $27,870 89, 
and were derived from property purchased, in former years, for engine- 
houses, station-houses, &c., and not now used for public purposes, and, 
therefore, rented. 

Interest on Bonds and Mortgages. — The amount of collections in 
1859, was $38,551 46. The amount of interest accrued and unpaid, 
and charged to the parties owing the same, December 31, 1859 (see re- 
marks on page 44), was $13,333 44. 

Mayoralty Fees.— The receipts under this head amounted to 
$1,058 35, and were collected by Mr. J. Blakeney Auld, Chief Clerk 
in the Mayor's office, as per his report on page 92.

The tabular statement on page 68, exhibits the amount of stocks 
outstanding, the authority for issuing the same, and the objects for 
which they were issued respectively, the periods of redemption, and 
the sources from which the principal and interest are payable. A 
comparative statement is also given on page 72, showing the amount 
of the several kinds of stocks and bonds outstanding, and the increase 
or decrease in each kind during the year. 

The aggregate debt of the Corporation, though considerable, is by 
no means formidable, in view of the extent of the financial resources 
of the city; and while the Comptroller is not one of those who consider 
" a public debt a public blessing," he would not regard an increase of the 
debt, to the extent that may be necessary for all contemplated works of 
immediate public necessity, as a violation of sound policy, or as conflict- 
ing with a safe economy. The revenues of the Sinking Fund for payment 
of Interest on the City Debt, already yield an annual surplus of over 
half a million of dollars, after paying all the interest chargeable to that 
Fund, and this surplus will hereafter increase very rapidly — for, while 
the sources of revenue are every year becoming more productive, the 
amount of interest to be paid therefrom is continually being reduced. 

PROPOSED NEW CITT HALL. 

The time has arrived when some decisive action should be taken for 
the construction of additional accommodations for the various courts 
and officers of the Corporation. The necessity for such increased 
accommodations is so obvious as to need no explanation: and, although 
there is a difference of opinion as to the proper locality for a new 
City Hall, it is believed that our citizens generally would favor tho 
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erection of an edifice somewbere, which as to size, arrangement and 
style of architecture, would compare favorably with any similar erection 
in this country or elsewhere. Our citizens have a becoming pride in 
the magnitude and importance of the metropolis, and the atyle of their 
modern residences, as well as churches and other public buiMinga 
evinces an increasing appreciation of architectural improvements, and 
the expense of a structure for public use, which would be an ornament 
to the city, would not be grudgingly paid, 

JITDQMEniS. 

The fifth section of the act, chap. 489 of the Laws of 1 859, author- 
izes and requires the Comptroller of the city of New York, whenever he 
shall have reason to believe that any judgments against the Corpo- 
ration have beeu obtained by collusion, or are founded in fraud, to 
take all proper and necessary means to open and reverse tiie same, and 
to use the name of the Corporation, and to employ counsel for such 
purpose. Under this authority the Comptroller has made applications 
in several cases for the opening and reversal of judgments against 
the Corporation; and, with few exceptions, such applications have 
been granted, and in some cases the judgments have been set aside. 
Other cases are still pending. 

TEST WAEHZNGTOIT HABEET. 

The controversy respecting the title to this property has resulted in 
judgments against the Corporation, as follows; 

1. The People of tlie State, James B. Taylor and Owen W. Brennan, jilaintife 
Judgment entered October G, 1859, for $49,629 80, and the possessiou of the markft 
grounds west of a line nearly parallel to, and forty-eight feet west of. West Btreet.

3. James B. Taylor and Owen W. Brennan, plaintiffs. Jodgment entered Decem-

Upon careful examination of these judgments, and advisement witli 
the Counsel to the Corporation, the Comptroller has felt it to be bis 
duty to make application to the courts to have them set aside; and the 
necessary papers upon which to make such application are in a kt- 
ward state of preparation. 
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SVXMABT of TaANSAOIIOVS Ur TEE DEPABTXSHT OF FINiUfCE. 

The great length of this report, allows but a brief reference to the 
practical operations of this department during the last year. 

• 

The disorder and confusion existing in all the accounts and business 
of the department at.the beginning of the year, are already well known. 
The principal difficulty encountered at first, was want of office room 
and help. This want was early made known to the Common Council, 
by whom the necessary provision was made in due course, but during 
the time the offices in the upper part of the Hall of Records were being 
re-modeled and fitted up, the current business of the department was 
transacted under great disadvantages, whilst the labor of investigating 
the old books was materially enhanced by reason of the books and docu 
ments being distributed about in various places, inconvenient of access 
and reference. 

After spending a few weeks in surveying the ground and ascertaining 
the work to be done, it was thought expedient to open entirely new 
books, both in this office aud also in each of the bureaux of the depart- 
ment. The Chamberlain was at once called upon for a statement of the 
cash in the treasury, which was duly furnished, and requisitions were 
also made upon the Receiver of Taxes, the Clerk of Arrears, and the 
Collector of Assessments, for statements in detail of all items of un- 
collected taxes, Croton arrears, and assessments at the beginning of the 
year. The Receiver of Taxes, and the Clerk of Arrears promptly 
responded with the statements called for. The Collector of Assessments 
failed to furnish the detailed statement of items requested, but gave a 
list of the various assessments in his hands for collection, showing the 
amount due upon each list. 

No regular set of books having been kept in the Bureau of City 
Revenue, the work of ascertaining the amount of rents, and interest 
due and unpaid, and usually collected by the Collector of City Revenue, 
involved much labor, and longer time was required therefor, than was 
necessary to furnish the information required from the other bureaux. 

After receiving the necessary information and data, the new " General 
Ledger *^ was opened by crediting an account entitled ** Old Books,'' 
Vith all items of assets of the Corporation, and the same account was

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CHAMBEBLAIN'S BEPOBT.

Hon. Robert T. Haws, 

Comptroller of the City of New York: 
Sir: — ^In compliance with your request, received some time since, " that I would pre- 
pare and transmit to you, as early as convenient, after the Ist of January, a report, 
exhibiting a general view of the operations of this Bureau, and its condition, at the 
close of the year 1859, with such remarks respecting the system of accounts, and method 
of conducting the financial business of the City Government, under my charge, now in 
use, or suggestions in relation to improvements or changes therein, as I may deem ad- 
visable,'' I have the honor to submit the following 

REPORT: 

Very soon after your entrance upon the duties of the Comptrollership, I received a copy 
of your " Circular No. 1," bearing date Jan. 10, 1859, stating, that having decided to 
open entirely new books throughout the Department, you deemed it a favorable oppor- 
tunity to make any changes in the manner of keeping and rendering the accounts, and 
conducting the financial business of the city, which the experience of those engaged in 
the public service might enable them to suggest as being desirable. You also requested 
the following information : 

1. A list of the books kept in this Bureau, with a brief sketch or explanation of the 
accounts kept in such books respectively. 

2. What periodical and occasional returns or reports had been required from, and 
made by me, to whom made, and at what times. 

In addition to the above, you desired to know the general nature and scope of the 
duties devolved upon the office of Chamberlain of the City, by the laws of the State and 
ordinances of the Corporation. 

In reply to the above inquiries and requests, I informed you substantially as follows: 

duties op the chamberlain. 

The Chamberlain of the City of New York, by virtue of his office, is, by law. County 
Treasurer of the County of New York. He is also the legal depositary of certain 
moneys and securities subject to the orders of the State and County Courts, to be 
iDvested, or otherwise held, for the benefit of the parties interested therein. A report 
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of the state of these moneys and securities is made annually to the Board of Super- 
visors, and also to the Supreme Court, at its first General Term in each year, pursuant 
to the 80th Rule of said Court ; and a report of the moneys, &c., in his hands belonging 
to infants, is filed in the County Clerk's office, on the 1st of July in each year. 

He receives from subscribers to the " Natural History of the State of New York," 
payment for the volumes of said history delivered by him, and makes an annual return 
thereof to the Secretary of State, 

He also receives payment for the volumes of the Colonial History of the State, 
delivered to subscribers, and makes an annual return of the same, in January, to the 
Secretary of the Regents of the University. 

The commutation moneys paid by ship-owners, for immigrants, brought to this port, 
are received by the Chamberlain, by whom weekly returns of the same are made to 
the Commissioners of Emigration. 

The Chamberlain is also the depositary of the funds of the First Division of the New 
York State Militia, and is required to keep an account with each regiment of the 
division, crediting all the fines paid in by each regiment, and by the several brigade 
courts-martial; also, the commutation money paid in by the Receiver of Taxes, and 
charging all payments upon the drafts of the Division Board, and the several Regi- 
mental Boa/ds, and moneys paid on proper vouchers for the expenses of courts-martial, 
annual inspection, &c., of all which returns are made annually, in December, to the 
Adjutant-General at Albany. 

During the last two years, the Chamberlain has acted as Pay-master in making the 
semi-monthly payments in detail, to all the laborers employed under the several Depart- 
ments of the City Government. 

Separate sets of books are kept, containing accounts of each of the foregoing, and 
the moneys received on said accounts are kept entirely separate from those belonging 
to the City. 

The report you now call for is understood to relate only to the accounts and finances 
of the Corporation, which, according to the Charter and other State laws, are under 
the control and management of the Comptroller. 

BOOKS KEPT BY AND RECEIVED PROM THE FORMER CHAMBERLAIN. 

It is proper to remark, in this place, that upon my accession to office in 1856, 1 
received from my predecessor the following books, viz:

Having thus presented a general view of the method of keeping and rendering &a 
accounts of this Bureon, and conducting the financial business of the Corpomtioo, I 
now proceed to give a brief sketch of the transactions of the year just closed.

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In pursaaDce of your instractions, separate acconnts were opened, and have been kept 
with each appropriation, as well as with each of the Special and Trust Funds, and all 
payments made have been upon warrants drawn, signed and countersigned in he manner 
required by law. 

RECEIPTS AND PATMENTS.

The payments during the year, as detailed on pages 64 to 66, amounted to 21,602,689 90 

Balance, December 31, 1859 $4,271,466 37 

This amount was on deposit at the above date, in the Shoe and Leather Bank of 
this city, as per certificate of the Cashier. (See page 85.) 

The annexed Balance Sheet shows the condition of the various funds and accounts, at 
the close of the year. 

It will be noticed that several of the Trust Funds are largely over-drawn; and, in jus- 
tice to myself, an explanation of this state of things is due. The charter and ordinances 
prohibit, in the fullest and most positive manner, the payment, by the Chamberlain, of 
** any warrant drawn on him, without having a sufficient sum to the credit of such ap- 
propriation or account, as the warrant designates,'^ and it has not been owing to any 
intentional disregard of such prohibition that the over-drafts have been permitted. 

In the first place, the accounts in the Comptroller's office were in such a confused 
state at the beginning of the year, that it was impossible to learn the condition of the 
various funds, without much time and labor. Meanwhile, it being indispensable that 
payments should be made, there was no alternative but to go on and make them, while 
the investigations in the Comptroller's office were progressing, and as soon as the actual 
state of affairs should be ascertained, to make the proper adjustment of the various funds. 
Accordingly, in opening my new books, the amount of cash on hand, December 31, 1858, 
except so much as belonged to the Sinking Funds, was, by your direction, carried to the 
credit of "The Mayor, Aldermen and Commonalty of the city of New York." The 
amount of appropriations made by the Common Council, prior to December 31, 1858, 
which remained unexpended at that date, was debited to " The Mayor, Aldermen and 
Commonalty of the city of New York," and credited to accounts corresponding with the 
titles of the particular appropriations. 

In this manner, credits were opened for payments upon City Account, which are 
made by warrants printed in black ink, and distinguished by the letter " A," and none of 
these accounts have been over-drawn. Several of the " Special Accounts " were also 
opened in the same manner; but it was not until within a few weeks that the state of 
the Trust Accounts, comprising ''Assessment Fund," " Street Improvement Fund," and 
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"lutereat 00 AE3eSBmenU,"wn3ii8PertQiGe<], and tlie necessary data fnrniahcd tor opening 
the same in the books of this burean. 

All disbursemeots on the Truet and Special Acconnts are made by warrants printed 
io red ink, aod diatio^aUhed by the letlfir "B;'' and, as such warraots were presented 
daring the year, they were paid and charged to the accoants indicated thereon, althongli, 
in some cases, no proper credit existed io the books oT this bureau. On completing ttie 
inyeatigatvon of the old books io the Comptroller's office, it was Tound that the " Asaess- 
incnt Fnnd" and " Street Improvement Fund," were both overdrawn, each for a Itvge 
amount, at the beginning of the year, and measarca were immediately taken to replenisb 
and Bopply the deSciencies in said funds. 

1 aua^x a. atatcment of the account represented in the balance sheet, under the title oi 
" The Mayor, Aldermen and Commonalty of the City of New York," showing the items 
of debits and credits resulting in the balance stated, of $730,604 97. This balance !b 
now being reduced by the collections upon "Arrears of Taxes" by the Olerk of 
Arrears. 

In future, the requirements of law, io respect to over-drawiog. will be rigidly adherad 
to, although it is not doubted that occasions wilt arise, as they have often done hereto- 
fore, when the interests of the public, as well as the convenience of individaala, irill 
require temporary advances to be made. 

The position of Charaberlaio is one which subjects the occnpant to numerous appli- 
cations for loans from persons connected with the government. The delays which not 
nnfrequently occur in the legislative department in making appropriations, sometimes 
occasion much embarrassment and distress. Many employees of tbo goverment are 
entirely dependent upon their salaries for the support of themselves and their families, 
and any disappointment in receiving their monthly pay at the usual time, subjects them 
to serious ineonve ' ce I as f y d

The charter of 18S7 provides that there shall be a bureau in the Department of 
Finance, for the reception of all moneys paid into the treasury of the city, and ibr the 
payment of moneys on warrants drawn by the Comptroller, countersigned by the Mayor 
and the Clerk of the Common Council ; the chief officer of which bureau shall be 
called the Chamberlain of the City of New York, (See page 80.) 

In addition to the duties thus defined, it has long been the practice for the Chamber^ 
kin to pay the quarterly interest on the various stocks and bonds of the Corporation — 
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the Comptroller drawing his warrant for the gross amount in favor of the Chamber- 
lain) who makes the payments in detail. 

Previous to the year 1848 it was the custom for the Comptroller to draw his warrants 
in favor of all persons entitled to receive payments, and hand them over to heads of de- 
partments, by whom they were delivered to the payees. From 1848 to 1853 it was the 
practice to advance moneys to the heads of departments, on open requisitions from them 
in sums varying from $10,000 to $50,000. Such moneys were deposited by said oflScers 
in various banks of their own selection, to their individual credit, and the amounts 
disbursed upon their private checks. 

A great improvement, or rather an entire change, in this system was made upon the 
accession of Comptroller Flagg, in 1853. Requisitions from the heads of departments, 
were required to specify the names of all persons to whom payments were due, and the 
service rendered by them; and warrants were thereupon made out in favor of such per- 
sons, respectively, and delivered to the heads of the several departments for distribution 
to the payees. This plan was pursued for some two years, when the Comptroller deter- 
mined to have all warrants drawn by him, delivered by the auditor to the persons entitled 
to the payments for which they were drawn, and their receipts taken for the same. 

In 1858 this plan was so far changed as to impose upon tbe Chamberlain the duty of 
making the payments to laborers, on the streets and elsewhere. For this purpose pay- 
rolls were prepared, and certified by the chiefs of bureaux; and, after being approved by 
the heads of the proper departments, they were transmitted to the Comptroller for set- 
tlement, when they were examined in the Auditing Bureau, and, if correct, warrants 
drawn for the amounts, in favor of the Chamberlain, by whom the payments were made 
in detail, and the vouchers returned to the Comptroller. 

This plan of making payments continues to be pursued; and a monthly account is now 
rendered to the Comptroller, in pursuance of the rules* established early in 1859. 

The amount of warrants received from the Comptroller, since the commencement of 
this system of payments, and the amount of pay-rolls and other vouchers returned to the 
Comptroller, duly receipted, are shown by the following statement: 

* The Paymaster 8ball, at tbe close of each month, or as soon thereafter as practicable, render to the 
Comptroller, an Account Current in the form prescribed for that purpose, which shall exhibit to tbe credit 
of the Mayor, Aldermen and Commonalty of the City of New York : — 

1st. The balance remaining in his hands, if any, at the close of the last day of tbe preceding month. 

2d. Tbe number and amount of each warrant on the Chamberlain, received since bis last preceding 
Account Current. 

3d. Any other items proper to appear in this Account. 

Tbe debit side of said Account Current shall exhibit : — 

Ist. The amount of payments made since his last pi^ecedmg Account Current on account of each appro- 
priation and account, distinguishing each. 

2d. Any other payments made under the direction of the Comptroller, or otherwise. 

3d. The balance remaining in his hands, the same to be carried down to a new account. 

Every Account Current must be verified by the official signature of the disbursing or Accounting Officer, 
and be accompanied by original vouchers, with abstracts thereof, for all disbursements charged therein. 
Separate abstracts must be rendered of vouchers chargeable to each appropriation, and every abstract 
should be endorsed in such manner as to indicate the title of tbe Appropriation or account to which its 
several voocbers are chargeable.

The payments to laborers are made every two weeka, and the force employed being 
large, of course the pay-rolls are very nnmerous — those for tiie men employed by the 
Croton Aqueduct and City Inspector's Departments being each made out in duplicate, 
and those for the nieu employed by the Street Department in Iriplicats, and as the men 
are required to sign their names to each copy of the Pay-roll, much time is necessarily 
consumed in their payment. 

It fivquently happens that persons, whose name 
Paying Clerk, and do not coll for their money, 
pay rolls to the Comptroller. In order that the i 
proper credit for the payments made by him, it

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I deem it proper to mention, in this place, that, owing to the want of sufficient help 
and office-room, the present plan of making payments is very expensive to the Corpora- 
tion. The laborers employed by the Croton Aqueduct Department are assembled every 
fortnight, at the Rotunda in the Park, to receive their pay. In going to and from their 
work, in different parts of the city, including the time spent at the office, there must be 
an average loss of from a quarter to a half a day, for which no abatement in their wages 
is made. The laborers employed by the City Inspector's Department, in sweeping the 
streets, &c., are assembled at Essex Market, and it is estimated that this involves a loss 
of from half-a-day to a whole day in the time of each man. The laborers in the Street 
Department are mostly paid at their respective places of employment. When it is con- 
sidered how large a number of men are employed in each of these departments, an idea 
may be formed of the cost of making the payments under the present system. I 
would recommend that a sufficient number of pay-clerks be employed, to visit the differ- 
ent gangs of men, and make the payments to them at the various places where they may 
be at work. 

From the foregoing, it will be seen that the duties of Pay-master are of a highly 
responsible character, and although the Chamberlain is not required by law or ordinance 
to perform such duties, it has afforded me pleasure to aid the Comptroller, in his 
administration of the finances of the city government, to the utmost of my ability. 

OLEBKS IN THE BUREAU OF DEPOSIT AND DISBURSEMENT. 

The ordinance re-organizing the Department of Finance, approved December 31,1857, 
still in force, authorized the employment of two clerks, to keep the accounts of this 
bureau — one at a salary of fifteen hundred dollars, and the other at twelve hundred 
dollars per annum. At that time, this number of clerks sufficed for the performance of 
the clerical work of the office, according to the system then in use. On undertaking 
the duty of paying the laborers, as already stated, it became necessary to employ 
another clerk, and the work has since increased so much, it has been impossible to 
get along without a second additional one both of whom have been paid by me. 

If it is desired that I shall continue to make these payments, I would most respect- 
fully request that a suitable office be provided for the purpose, and authority given to 
employ such number of clerks as may be necessary to do it in a proper manner, and to 
require from them suitable sureties for the faithful performance of their duties.

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DUTIES ON AUCTION SALES OF FOEEIGN GOODS. 

The Comptroller's Annnal Report for 1858 (page 23), contains a reference to this 
subject, and a recommendation that application be made to the Legislature, for a restora- 
tion to the Corporation of the revenues derived from said duties in this city. 

Previous to 181 7, those duties were paid to the city, for the support of the foreign 
poor. It being necessary at that time to make great efforts to carry out the canal policy 
of the State, the income therefrom (with the exception of $10,000 per annum) was 
given to the State for that purpose, and has since been used not only to pay for the con- 
struction of the canals, but also to pay the ordinary expenses of the State Goyemmait. 
The following communication and statement from the State Comptroller, shows the 
yearly and total amount of revenue derived by the State from this source, since 181*7:

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STATE TAX FOB COMMON SCHOOLS. 

The Comptroller'g Annoal Eeport for 1858 (page 23) contains the following remarks, 
under this head: 

'' The practical operation of the State Common School Law is very oneroos upon this 
city, and takes from it large amounts every year for the benefit of the interior coun- 
ties. ***** 

'' It would seem that a more equitable system would be one similar to that in respect 
to the support of other local institutions. Our City Government has never faltered in 
its support of Free Schools, whether for the State at large or for the City only; and it 
is to be hoped, that a sense of justice will induce the Legislature to relieve us from the 
burden so justly complained of, by providing that each county shall support its own 
schools/' 

The following communication from the Superintendent of Public Instruction, in 
answer to a resolution of the Assembly, (Assembly Doc. No. 155) shows the amount 
of taxes imposed upon and paid by this county, the sums apportioned therefrom to this 
county, and the amounts retained for distribution in other parts of the State, during the 
years specified : 

STATE OF NEW YORK— Superintendent's Office, 

Department op Public Instruction, 

Albany, March 14, 1860. 

The Superintendent of Public Instruction, in obedience to a resolution of the Honor- 
able Assembly, requesting him to '' report in convenient tabular form, the amount of 
taxes raised for the support of Common Schools within the State, for each and every 
year, since the year 1850 ; also the amount of taxes raised for such purpose in the 
County of New York, for each of the said years respectively, and the sum apportioned 
and distributed during each of the said years, to said County of New York, from the 
proceeds of the Common School Tax," has the honor to submit herewith a statement, 
conveying the required information. 

The first general and specific tax for the support of Common Schools, was imposed by 
chap. 151, Laws of 1851, which provided as follows: 

{ 2. " There shall hereafter be raised by tax, in each and every year, upon the real 
and personal estate within this State, the sum of eight hundred thousand dollars, which 
shall be levied, assessed and collected, in the mode prescribed by chap. 13, part 1st, of 
the Revised Statutes, relating to the assessment and collection of taxes; and when col- 
lected, shall be paid over to the respective County Treasurers, subject to the order of the 
State Superintendent of Common Schools." 

Prior to this enactment, the amount raised in the several counties and towns, was 
graduated according to the amount apportioned to each from the specific School Funds 
of the State. (See chap. 140, sec. 2, Laws of 1849.) The provision for raising 
5800,000, remained in force until 1856, when, by chapter 180, of the Laws of that ses- 
sion, the specific sum was changed to " three-fourths of a mill upon each and every 
dollar of the valuation of the real and personal estate of each county." This rate of

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taxation has been continned to the present time; and the table annexed shows the school 
tax levied in each year, from 1851 to I860, on the taxable property of the State — ^the 
amount collected in the city of New York, with the sum re-apportioned to that city 
from the proceeds of the general tax :

(chap. 312), fixed the aggregate valuation of property in the County, as the basis for 
State Taxes, at $532,903,47 6--which is less than the aggregate valuation by the County 
Assessors, by $19,105,266.

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CHAPTER 254. 

AN ACT 

IN RELATION TO THE RATES OF WHARFAGE, AND TO REGULATE PIERS, WHARVES, BULK* 
HEADS AND SLIPS IN THE CITIES OF NEW YORK AND BROOKLYN. 

Passed April 10, 1860— three-fifths being present. 

The People of the State of New Yorkj represented in Senate and Assembly, do enact as 
follows: 

Sec. 1. It shall be lawful to charge and receive wharfage or dockage at the following 
rates ; from every vessel that uses or makes fast to any pier, wharf or bulkhead within 
the cities of New York or Brooklyn, for every day or part of a day's use of the same, 
viz: from every vessel of two hundred tons burden or under, one cent per ton; and for 
every vessel over two hundred tons, one cent per ton for each of the first two hundred 
tons, and for every additional ton burden, one-fourth of one cent per ton; and from every 
vessel making fast to another vessel lying at any pier, wharf or bulkhead, and for every 
vessel lying at anchor within any slip or basin, one-half of the above rates. 

J 2. The captain or owner of any vessel that shall leave a wharf, without paying for 
the wharfage due thereon, and shall neglect to pay the same for twenty-four hours after 
demanded of the captain, owner or consignee, shall forfeit and pay to the owners of the 
wharf, double the rates of wharfage hereby established, and the wharfage shall be a lien 
on the vessel. 

J 3. It shall be lawful for the owner or lessee of any bulkhead, pier or basin, in the 
port of New York, to charge and receive the sum of five cents per ton on all goods, 
wares or merchandize, remaining on the bulkhead or pier owned or leased by him, for 
every day after the expiration of forty-eight hours from the time such goods, wares or 
merchandize shall have been left or deposited on such pier or bulkhead, and shall be a 
lien thereon until paid; excepting merchandize and other property delivered on a wharf 
for transportation by canal boats through the canals owned by this state, and also ex- 
cepting such merchandize as may be landed on a bulkhead for storage purposes by the 
owner or occupant of a warehouse immediately in front of and adjoining the bulkhead on 
which such merchandize shall be landed, which may be permitted to remain thereon 
eight days without being subject to the charge aforesaid. Nothing contained in this sec- 
tion shall be so construed as to conflict with the eighth section of the act to establish 
regulations for the port of New York, passed April sixteenth, eighteen hundred and 
fifty-seven, and amended April sixteenth, eighteen hundred and fifty-eight. 
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J 4. The Board of Commissioners of Pilots, organized under the act entitled " An 
act to provide for the licensing and government of the pilots, and regulating pilotage 
of the port of New York," passed June twenty-eighth, eighteen hundred and fifty-three, 
are hereby authorized to require the owner or owners of any pier, wharf or bulkhead, in 
the cities of Xew York or Brooklyn, to keep the same free from dirt and in good repair, 
and to keep the slips properly dredged; and whenever in the judgment of the said Board 
it shall be necessary so to do, they shall cause written notices, signed by the President 
or Secretary of said Board, to be served upon the owner or owners, or collector of wharf- 
age of any pier, wharf or bulkhead, or the slip adjoining the same, on which cleaning, 
repairs or dredging are required by said Board, specifying the nature and extent of the 
cleaning, repairs or dredging so required; and in case of failure of the owner or owners 
so notified to comply with the terms and requirements of such notice, within thirty days 
after such notice as to repairs, and within ninety days 2ifi to dredging, they shall be 
liable to a penalty of five dollars per day for every day they shall neglect to comply with 
such notice, such penalty to be recoverable by the said Board of Commissioners of 
Pilots, in their corporate name, and disposed of in like manner as the fines and penalties 
prescribed by the act establishing regulations for the port of New York, passed April 
sixteenth, eighteen hundred and fifty-seven. 

2 5. The notice required in the fourth section to be given to the owners of wharves or 
piers by the Board of Pilot Commissioners, shall be given by serving the same on one 
or more of such owners personally, or by serving the same on such person as receives 
or collects, on behalf of such owner or owners, the wharfage of the wharf, pier or bulk- 
head in respect to which the notice is given. 

2 6. Nothing contained in this act shall be construed as altering the rates of wharf- 
age chargeable on lighters, canal boats or barges, by existing laws. 

2 7. The collection of the rates of wharfage established by this act, shall be enforced 
in the manner prescribed in the two hundred and seventh section of the act of the ninth 
of April, eighteen hundred and thirteen. 

§ 8. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with the provisions of this act, are hereby 
repealed. 

{ 9. This act shall take ofiect immediately. 
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CHAPTEB 372. 

AN ACT 

TO AUTHORIZE THE CORPORATION OP THE CITY OP NEW YORK TO BORROW A PUBTHEB SUM OP 
MONEY TO INCREASE THE SUPPLY OF CROTON WATER, AND TO EXTEND THE NECESSABT 
WORKS FOR ACCUMULATING AND DISTRIBUTING THE SAME IN SAID CITY. 

Passed April 14th, 1860^tfaree-fifths being present. 

The People of the State of New Yorkj represented in Senate and Assembly, do enact as 
follows: 

Sec. 1. It shall be lawful for the Mayor, Aldermen and Commonalty of the City of 
New York to borrow and raise by loan, from time to time, and in sach amounts as 
they shall deem advisable, a sum not exceeding one million dollars; by the creation and 
issuing of a public fund or stock, to be designated and known as " the Croton Water 
Stock," which shall bear an interest not exceeding six per centum per annum, and 
shall be redeemable within a period of time not less than twenty, nor more than thirty 
years, from and after the passage of this act. 

§ 2. It shall be lawful for the said Mayor, Aldermen and Commonalty aforesaid to 
determine what shall be the nominal amount of value of eaeh share of the said stock, 
and of what number of shares the same shall consist, and they are hereby authorized 
to sell and dispose of such shares at or above the par value thereof, either at public auc- 
tion or private sale, or by inviting proposals for the same in the manner in which the 
stocks of the said city are now usually disposed of. 

g 3. All the provisions of the laws heretofore passed, pledging the faith of the city of 
^ew York, and providing sinking funds for the payment of the interest on the city 
debt, and the redemption of the principal of said debt, which are not repugnant to, or 
incompatible with, any provision in this act contained, are hereby made applicable 
to the stock issued in pursuance of this act. 

g 4. The moneys to be raised by virtue of this act, shall be applied and expended to 
increase the supply of Croton water, and to the extension of the necessary works for 
accumulating and distributing the same in said city, and to no other purpose whatsoever. 

J 5. This act shall take effect immediately. 
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CHAPTEB 879. 

AN ACT 

RELATING TO ACTIONS, LEGAL PROCEEDINGS AND CLAIMS AGAINST THE MATOR, ALDERMEN AND 

COMMONALTY OP THE CITY OF NEW YORK. 

Passed Apnl 14, 1860— three-fifths being present. 

The People of the State of New York, represented in Senate and Assembly, do enact as 
follows : 

Sec. 1. The Supreme Court in the First Judicial District, the Court of Common 
Pleas, and the Superior Court of the city of New York, shall hare exclusive juris- 
diction of all actions or special proceedings wherein the Mayor, Aldermen and Com- 
monalty thereof are made a parly defendant. 

I 2. No action or special proceedings shall be prosecuted or maintained against the said 
the Mayor, Aldermen and Commonalty of the city of New York, unless it shall appear 
by, and as an allegation in the complaint or necessary moving papers, that at least twenty 
days have elapsed since the claim or claims, upon which said action or special proceed- 
ings is founded, were presented to the Comptroller of said city for adjustment, and not 
then, unless it shall further appear by, and as an additional allegation in the said com- 
plaint, that upon second demand, in writing, being made upon the said Comptroller after 
the expiration of said twenty days, the said Comptroller neglected or refused to make an 
adjustment or payment thereof. If the plaintiff recover judgment in his action or in 
his special proceeding, he shall recover full taxable costs without regard to the amount 
of judgment. 

1 3. In the settlement and adjustment of claims against the Corporation of the city 
of New York, the Comptroller is hereby authorized and empowered to administer oaths 
to claimants and to witnesses, and to examine them on all matters pertinent thereto, and 
willful false swearing before the said Comptroller is hereby declared to be perjury, and 
made punishable as such. 

2 4. All process and papers for the commencement of actions and legal proceedings 
against the Corporation of said city, shall be served either on the Mayor, Comptroller, 
or the Counsel to the Corporation. 

J 5. No execution shall be lawfully levied upon any property of the Corporation of 
the city of New York until after ten days' notice, in writing, of the issuing* of said 
execution shall have been given to the Comptroller of the city of New York, by either 
party adverse in interest, his agent, attorney or sheriff. 

J 6. Nothing in this act contained shall be construed to affect actions or special pro- 
ceedings which may have been brought before this act shall take effect. 

{ 7. This act shall take effect immediately. 
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CHAFTEB 408. 

AN ACT 

TO PROVIDE FOR FUNDING AND PAYING THE FLOATING DEBT OF THE CORPORATION OF THl 

CITY OF NEW YORK. 

Passed April Uth, 1860— three-fifths being present 

The People of the State of New York, represented in Senate and Assembly, do enact as 
follows : 

Sec. 1. The Mayor, Aldermen and Commonalty of the city of New York, are hereby 
authorized to borrow and raise, by loan, from time to time, by creating and issuing a 
public fund or stock, to be called " The Floating Debt Fund Stock of the City of New 
York," which shall bear an interest not exceeding six per cent per annum, and shall be 
redeemable on or before the first day of July, in the year one thousand eight hundred 
and seventy-eight, as the said Mayor, Aldermen and Commonalty may determine, such 
sum, not exceeding three millions of dollars, as may be necessary to pay off and liquidate 
the floating debt of the said the Mayor, Aldermen and Commonalty of said city, arising 
from remissions or deficiencies of taxes and assessments, or the failure to collect any taxes 
or assessments levied or assessed prior to the first day of January, one thousand eight 
hundred and fifty-nine, or from any mistakes, defalcations, or frauds of any public officers 
of said city, or other persons, made or committed prior to said first day of January, one 
thousand eight hundred and fifty-nine, not otherwise specially provided for. 

J 2. It shall be lawful for the said Mayor, Aldermen and Commonalty to determine 
what shall be the nominal amount of value of each share of the said stock, and of what 
number of shares the same shall consist; and they are hereby authorized to sell and dis- 
pose of such shares at public auction, or at private sale, and on such terms, not less than 
the par value thereof, as they shall think proper. 

§ 3. For the payment of the interest on the loan authorized by this act, the Board of 
Supervisors of the county of New York shall order and cause to be raised by tax, on 
the estates, real and personal, subject to taxation according to law, within aaid city and 
county, and to be collected in addition to the ordinary taxes yearly and every year, 
until the whole of said loan shall be redeemed and paid, such sum as may be necessary 
therefor. 

g 4. For the payment and redemption of said fund or stock so issued, the faith of said 
" The Mayor, Aldermen and Commonalty of the city of New York," shall be irrevo- 
cably pledged; and the said Board of Supervisors shall order and cause to be raised by 
tax, on the estates, real and personal, subject to taxation, according to law, of and within 
the said city and county, and to be collected in addition to ordinary taxes, yearly and 
every year, commencing with the year one thousand eight hundred and sixty-five, a sum 
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Bofficient, with the accumulation of interest thereon, to retire and discharge the whole 
amount of said stock by the time the same shall be payable, and which sum shall be paid 
to the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund of said city, on or before the first day of July 
in each year, commencing on the first day of July, in the year one thousand eight hun- 
dred and sixty-five; and the money so raised and paid shall be under the management 
and control of said Commissioners, and be invested by them in the same manner as now 
provided by law in respect to the revenues pledged to the Sinking Fund for the redemp- 
tion of the debt of said city. 

{ 5. The moneys raised by virtue of this act shall be applied to the purposes herein 
particularly specified, and to no other purposes whatsoever. 

2 6. This act shall in no wise be construed so as to release or discharge from any liar 
bility to the said the Mayor, Aldermen and Commonalty of said city, any person or per- 
sons who, by mistake, defalcation or fraud, by themselves, or others committed, are in- 
debted or liable to the said Corporation for any moneys, or who may be in any otherwise 
indebted to said Corporation; and any moneys which may be collected or realized fi'om 
the uncollected taxes and assessments, or from other arrears or sources which are the 
cause of the deficiency hereby provided to be paid, shall, as soon as so realized, be paid 
to the said Commissioners of the Sinking Fund, for the purposes specified in the fourth 
section of this act. 

I 7* This act shall take efiect immediately. 



CHAPTER 477. 

AN ACT 

IN RELATION TO THE BANK DEPOSIT, AND CUSTODIAN OF PUBLIC MONEYS IN NEW YOBK. 

Passed April 17, 18G0— three-fifths being present. 

The People of the State of New Yorkf represented in Senate and Assemhlyy do enact as 
follows : 

Sec. 1. All moneys belonging to the city or county of New York, shall be deposited 
by the legal custodian thereof, forthwith, without delay, from time to time, as received 
by him, in any bank which he shall under his official bonds select for that purpose, and 
they shall not be withdrawn therefrom except as provided specifically by law or ordinance. 
And the said custodian of said moneys, who is both Chamberlain of said city, and Treasurer 
of the county, by virtue of special laws to that effect, shall continue in the office which 
he now fills, only until the expiration of the term of office for which the Comptroller 
of the city of New York, now in office, was elected, but no longer. 

{ 2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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MODE OP ASSESSING PROPERTY FOR TAXES IN THE CITY AND COUNTY OP 
NEW YORKj AND ALSO OF COLLECTING THE TAXES.* 

There is a Board of Commissioners of Taxes and Assessments, com- 
posed of three persons, appointed by the Comptroller. This Board 
appoints, not to exceed twelve persons, known as Deputy Tax Commis- 
sioners, whose duty it is, under the direction of the Board, to assess all 
the taxable property in the several districts that may be assigned to 
them for that purpose by said Commissioners, and to furnish to them, 
under oath, a detailed statement of all such property; and that they 
have personally examined each and every house, building, lot, pier or 
other assessable property, giving the street and ward, map number of 
such real estate embraced within said districts, together with the name 
of the owner or occupant, if known, and, in their judgment, the sum 
for which such property, under ordinary circumstances, would sell, with 
such other information, in detail, as the said Commissioners may, from 
time to time, require. 

The Deputies commence making these valuations on the first Monday 
of September in each year. 

The assessed valuations so made ai'e entered, in detail, in books kept 
by said Commissioners, called " The annual record of the assessed valu- 
ations of real and personal estate," which are required to be kept open 
for examination and correction, from the second Monday in January 
until the first day of May in each year, when they are closed. During 
the time the books are so open, the Commissioners are required to ad- 
vertise the fact in the newspapers, or in such manner as they may deem 
most advisable; and, during that time, application may be made by any 
person aggrieved by the assessed valuation of his real or personal 
estate, to have the same corrected. If such application bo made in re- 
lation to the assessed valuation of real estate, it must be made in writ- 
ing, stating the ground of objection thereto. If in relation to personal

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property, the applicant shall be examined, upon oath, by the Comndfr 
sioners; and in either caae, the CommiBBionera are authorized to make 
corrections in the valuations, if, in their judgment, the same are erro- 
neous. 

On the first day of May in each year, the Commissioners are required 
to have prepared from the " books of annual record," assessment Bales 
or tax-books for each ward, and to annex to each roll their certificate, 
that the same are correct, which rolls must V)e delivered, on the first 
Monday of July in each year, to the Supervisors of the County of New 
York, who are required to meet on that day, at the City Hall, for the 
purpose of receiving the same. 

The Supervisors are required to make corrections in the description 
of real estate of non-residents, and to insert in a column in said rolls, 
the amount of tax to be paid upon the property, real and personal, 
'. therein. They must then, on or before the first day of Sep- 
thereafter, deliver the corrected and completed rolls to the 
Receiver of Taxes, with the proper warrants for the collection of said 
taxes. 

The Supervisors cannot make any reduction in any assessment on 
real or personal estate, unless it shall appear, under oath, that the party 
aggrieved was unable to attend within the period prescribed for the 
correction of taxes, by reason of sickness or absence from the city. 

The Supervisors may remit or reduce a tax imposed, for good cause 
shown by afiidavit; but such reduction or remission must be made before 
the collection of the tax, and the application therefor must be made 
within six months from the delivery of the books to the Receiver for 
collection of the taxes. 

The Receiver of Taxes is required immediately to give public notice, 
in six or more city newspapers, that the rolls have been delivered to 
him, and that said taxes are due and payable. 

AH real and personal property, including household furniture, moneys, 
goods, chattels, debts due from solvent debtors, public stocks, and stocks 
in moneyed corporations, are liable to taxation, except so much as is i 
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exempt from execution, and except certain property specially exempted, 
such as church, school and college property, <fec. 

If any person assessed shall pay his tax, on or before the first day of 
November, next after the rolls are placed in the hands of the Eeceiver, 
he is entitled to a discount on the amount of his tax, at the rate of 
seven per cent, per annum, to be computed from the time of such pay- 
ment, to the first day of December next succeeding. If the tax is not 
paid by the first day of December, one per cent, is charged and added 
to it and collected; and a further charge of one per cent, on the 
fifteenth of December, if the same is not paid before that date. If not 
paid on or before the first day of January, interest is charged on the 
tax at the rate of twelve per cent, per annum, from the day the rolls 
and warrants are received by the Receiver; and if not paid by the 
fifteenth day of January, the Receiver may issue his warrant for the 
collection thereof, with such interest added, by distress and sale. 

On the first day of June in each year, the Receiver of Taxes is re- 
quired to make a return to the Clerk of Arrears, of all taxes on real 
estate remaining unpaid, and after that he shall receive no payment on 
account of the arrears so returned. These taxes are then collected by 
the Clerk of Arrears. 

When such taxes on real estate have remained unpaid for three years, 
from the time they shall have become due, the real estate may be sold 
for the payment of the same, by the Clerk of Arrears, after due notice 
according to law. (See page 21.) 
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METHOD OF COXDUCTING BUSINESS IN THE BUREAU OP COLLECTION 

OP TAXES. 

The manner of transacting the ordinary business in this Bureau, is 
prescribed by law as follows (see Eev. Stat., 5th ed., vol. i. p. 961) : 

Sec. 34. The office of the said Receiver of Taxes shall be kept at such place in the 
said city as shall be, from time to time, by ordinance of the said Common Council, as- 
signed for that purpose; and shall be kept open on each day in the year (Sundays 
excepted), from the hour of eight in the forenoon, till two in the afternoon. 

Sec. 35. It shall be the duty of the said Receiver of Taxes personally to receive all 
taxes which may be paid at the said office, and of the said Deputy Recover, to retain 
the possession in the said office, and not elsewhere, <^ the warrants and assessment rolls 
which shall, from time to time, be delivered to the said Receiver of Taxes, by the Super- 
visors or the Comptroller of the said city; and it shall be the duty of the said First 
Clerk to keep all the books of accounts of the said office, and to assist the Deputy 
Receiver in the performance of all daties required of him by this act. 

Sec. 36. The said Receiver of Taxes shall enter into suitable books, to be kept by 
him for that purpose, the sums received by him for taxes, and at the expiration of the 
office hours for each day, and before three o'clock thereof, shall render a statement of 
the amount to the Chamberlain, and at the same time on each day pay over to the said 
Chamberlain the amount received on such day; he shall also, thereupon, receive from 
the said Chamberlain, a voucher for the payment of such sums, which he shall forth- 
with, and on the same day, exhibit to the Comptroller of the said city. 

Sec. 37. It shall be the duty of the said Deputy Receiver, from time to time, to enter 
in a column to be made for that purpose, upon the assessment rolls in his possession, 
opposite to the names of the persons mentioned therein, and who shall pay their tax as 
aforesaid to the Receiver of Taxes, the fact of such payment, the amount thereof, and 
the day when paid, and to enter in suitable books to be kept by him for that purpose, 
on each day, such payments, with a statement of the Ward for which the same were 
received; and the names of the parties, respectively, on whose account the same were 
paid; and at the expiration of the office hours, and on the same day, shall furnish to the 
Comptroller of the said city a detailed statement of such sums, and of the Ward for 
which received, and of the names of the parties respectively on whose account the same 
have been paid, which shall be filed by the said Comptroller in his office. 

The foregoing extract explains the method of conducting the routine 
business of receiving taxes, and paying over the money. 

The accounts of each year's taxes are contained in twenty-six sepa- 
rate books, usually denominated " Assessment Rolls," or " Tax- books," 
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There is one book for taxes on real estate in each of the twenty-two 
wards of the city; and for the Nineteenth and Twenty-second Wards, 
there are two such books. There is also one book for the taxes on 
personal estate of residents, and another book for the taxes on personal 
estate of non-residents of the city; and these twenty-six tax-books are 
placed in the hands of twelve clerks. 

MODE OP MAKING SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS FOR STREET AND OTHER IMPROTE- 

MENTS, AND ALSO OP COLLECTING THE SAME. 

After the completion of the particular improvement under the super- 
vision of the Street Department, or the Croton Aqueduct Department, 
as the case may be, a certified statement of the amount of such work 
done is made by the Surveyor, who had the same in charge, together 
with a map and list of the lots, and owners or occupants thereof, which 
the improvement is supposed to benefit. To this statement or assess- 
ment list, the proper department attaches certificates of the contract 
prices to be paid for the work, and the list is then transmitted to the 
Board of Assessors, who, after giving due notice by advertisement that 
such list is in their hands for inspection, make the proper equal appor- 
tionment of the cost of the work among all the several lots to be as- 
sessed, and insert the several amounts in the list. They then transmit 
the list to the Common Council for confirmation. When confirmed by 
the Common Council, it is registered in the ofl&ce of the Board of 
Assessors, in the Bureau of Arrears, and in the Street Commissioner's 
oflSce, when it becomes a lien upon the real estate assessed tlierein. It 
is then delivered to the Collector of Assessments for collection, who is 
requested to give personal notice, if possible, to the parties assessed, 
that the list is in his hands for collection, and requiring the same to be 
paid. If paid within sixty days after confirmation, no interest is 
charged on the assessment. If not paid within that time, interest at 
the rate of seven per cent, per annum is charged from the time of con- 
firmation. 

If the assessment is not paid after two separate demands made there- 
for, the Collector of Assessments is required, at the expiration of 
twelve months after confirmation, to return the same to the Bureau of 
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Arrears for collection, after which time interest is charged at the tate 
of twelve per cent, per annum from the time of confirmation. 

After an assessment has remained unpaid for three years after its 
confirmation, the lands assessed may be sold by the Clerk of Arrears, 
for the payment of the same, with the interest thereon, after due notice, 
according to law.
